A good many years ago we ran an article about a Nebraska 
leaner who cut a hole in the roof of his finishing room or had 

i kind of chute extending from the first floor up to the roof of 
the second floor. In the bottom of the chute he had steam coils 
and possibly some auxiliary coils part way up. A door could 
be opened on the second floor, permitting an operator to reach 
in and adjust at one-foot pmend a hanger bar that had several 
rows of curtain pins on it. The drape would be tamped onto these 
curtain pins and the door closed. 

On the first floor, a similar bar attached to a windlass was 
fastened to the lower end of the drape. After the steam had is- 
sued into the chute and the drape had “softened,” the windlass 
was tightened until either the drape would apparently stretch 
no more without breaking or until the proper measurement had 
been reac hed. 

This is the only oversized curtain or drape stretching machine 
that we can remember our ever writing about.—Ep1tor

Is This Building Necessary? The National Production 
Authority has announced the bases on which it will 
decide whether or not a construction project will be 
authorized, Four priority classes have been set up: 

Class 1 is made up of building which will directly 
further the defense eftort 
priority construction considered 
essential to the maintenance of public health, safety 
and welfare. Class 2 priority will also be given for 
industrial construction and plant expansion for which 
certificates of necessity were issued and on which work 
was begun before August 3, 1951 

Class 3 priority is tor construction required as a 
result of natural disaster and affecting the public in- 
terest. or essential to the needs of the community. In 
this group, also, are industrial construction and plant 
expansion for which certificates of necessity were issued 
after August 3. or were August 3 but 
on which work was not begun until after August 3. 

All other industrial construction is in Class 4 

As to what construction will be considered essential 
to public health, safety and welfare, the NPA will de- 
cide on the recommendations of the claimant or spon- 
soring agency or industry division. Individual financial 
loss or inconvenience will not be considered, but special 
consideration will be given to commenced construction

Flood Repairs: Special regulations have been issued 
to help in reconstruction work in flooded areas de- 
clared major disaster areas by the president. For ob- 
taining material to repair damage to equipment and 
supplies, a firm may use allotment symbol U9 for con- 
trolled materials and DO-U9 for others. Orders must 
be placed within 90 days after the disaster. Materials 
with these ratings may be obtained in addition to any 
normally obtained, but can be used only for the 
specified purpose. Orders rated U9 or DO-U9 must 
read: “Certified under Direction 2 to CMP Regulation 
No. 5.” If such orders are for materials costing more 
than $1,000 a month, they must be reported in detail 
to NPA 10 days after the end of that month 

Similarly, to obtain material for reconstruction or 
repair to buildings damaged by flood, firms may use 
the allotment symbol X4 on delivery orders for con- 
trolled materials, DO-X4 for uncontrolled materials. 
These symbols cannot be used to procure more than 
the following quantities of controlled materials: 25 
tons of steel, 2,000 pounds of copper, 1,000 pounds of 
aluminum, Delivery orders should be certified: “Cer- 
tified under Direction 2 to CMP Regulation No. 6.” 
In this case, also, monthly costs of over $1,000 must be 
reported to NPA, and orders must be placed within 90 
days of the disaster 


Limit on MRO Supplies: An amendment to CMP 
Regulation 5, concerning maintenance. repair and 
operating supplies and minor capital additions, forbids 


ordering or receiving during the first month of any 
quarter more than 40 percent of a quarterly quota. 


Local Wholesale Price Change: Wholesalers of dry- 
cleaning, finishing and dyeing services in Westchester 
County, New York, have been authorized to revert to 
prices prevailing before June 14 for certain garments. 
The OPS had issued a regulation establishing uniform 
area ceiling prices for these services in eight counties 
in and near New York City, to permit recovery of in- 
creased labor and material costs. However, as there 
had been a slightly higher price differential on certain 
garments in Westchester County, the regulation re- 
sulted in a reduction of prices charged by plants serv- 
icing that county. The new action restores the old 
higher prices. 


Detergent Shortage Possible: Further increases in 
production of synthetic detergents may be restricted by 
the shortage of sulfuric acid, according to the NPA and 
the industry's advisory committee. Other raw materials 
used in synthetic detergents are in better supply. 

Representatives of the synthetic detergent pro- 
ducers said that the soap industry could not meet the 
present demands for detergents if the production of 
synthetic detergents is limited appreciably, partly be- 
cause of the limited supply of fats. 


Advertising Items Exempt: Outdoor advertising signs 
have been removed from the list of items of prohibited 
construction and placed on the list for which NPA may 
authorize construction. 

The OPS has removed from price regulation “spe- 
cial reproduction” book matches designed for use as 
advertising and given away by the advertiser, because 
they do not affect the cost of living or the defense effort 


Scrap Need Urgent: NPA Administrator Fleischmann 
has invited the Laundry and Dry Cleaners Machinery 
Manufacturers Association and the Laundry and Clean- 
ers Allied Trades Association to develop and coordi- 
nate an industry scrap program among users of com- 
mercial laundry and drycleaning machinery. He has 
been assured of cooperation by C. W. Johnson and J. 
Stanley Hall, respective presidents, The directors of 
both are appointing a joint Industry Salvage Promo- 
tion Committee. 

The Salvage and Reclamation Division of NPA re- 
ports that steel is being produced at an unprecedented 
rate, vastly increasing the previous estimate of scrap 
that would be required, and making the scrap short- 
age increasingly serious. 

The allied trades groups point out that during 
World War II about 22 million pounds of scrap were 
collected from allied tradesmen and all users of com- 
mercial drycleaning and laundry machinery. This sub- 
stantial amount was helpful to the war effort and to 
the industry in securing materials to build repair parts 
and keep machinery in operation.

Shirt-Marking Table 


PORTABLE SCALES and shirt-marking table in Georgia plant 


Portable shirt-marking equipment and scales have 
been developed at Ivey's Laundry in Waycross, Georgia. 
As shown in the accompanying photograph, the scales 
are maintained at knee height on a frame of angle iron. 
Casters at each corner permit the square to be pushed 
about the plant at will 

The marking table includes a flat surface for open- 
ing the bundle, with a lip at the back to prevent gar- 
ments slipping off. On the right is a sloping shelf with 
a clip on it to hold the invoices while the marker is 
working on them. The marker adds a new slip for each 
bundle and then takes the entire batch of slips from 
under the clip when the lot is completed 

Between the shelf and the table are frames that 
support nylon nets with the tops open so that the shirts 
can be dropped into the proper net, according to 
whether they are white or fugitive

We don't 
know how many other drycleaners are faced with the 
same problem, or whether it should happen at all, but 
here's his solution. 

He bought some of those plastic covers for icebox 
dishes—the ones that look like the wife's shower cap. 
These were placed over the control buttons and taped 
down with mechanic’s tape. Since the plastic offers 
no resistance it is simple to punch the right button. 
He reports the plastic caps last a long time and he has 
had no shorts in the controls since he put them on. 


Rubber-Tired Wheel Base 


TIRE BASE for assembly wheel pleases plantowner Travis Pritchett 


A lead-loaded tire and wheel base for a sorting 
wheel has many advantages, according to Travis Pritch- 
ett of Vogue Cleaners in Kingsville, Texas. 

First, there is no need to drill a set of holes in the 
concrete floor. With the center post mounted on the tire 
and wheel and 25 pounds of lead in the tire, the assem- 
bly wheel is stable with no swaying whatever. 

Next, every few months Mr. Pritchett makes some 
changes in his finishing room to speed flow and take 
care of added equipment. This means moving the as- 
sembly wheel. With this type of base, the empty wheel 
can be bent over to a 45-degree angle and easily rolled. 

Mr. Pritchett also points out a third advantage. 
Vogue's finishing-room floor is covered with a special 
rubber tile to reduce fatigue. A metal sorting-wheel 
base, even with rubber discs, tends to mark the floor 
permanently. Especially for the benefit of plant visitors, 
he likes to keep the finishing-room floor looking just 
as nice as the store floor.

Maybe we haven’t been able to sell you on the 
need for training programs in every department! 
Can't you afford it when gambling with 75-cent dol- 
lars? Can’t you afford to send more key people to 
school for special training, with 53-cent dollars? 

How about labor relations? Under current wage 
restrictions you’re having a tough time meeting the 
competition from the defense industries. How about 
better restrooms, a lounge area for lunch, repainting, 
insulating, erecting safety guards, air conditioning 
and ventilation, covering concrete floors? You might 
even get the help to liking the place, in spite of higher 
pay opportunities elsewhere.

Air is taken in through an outside vent and pulled 


downstairs through a large galvanized duct. This duct 


measures 4 by 4 feet as it passes through the store, 
narrows to 2 by 2 2 feet when it breaks through the floor, 
and then enlarges to 4 by 3 feet in the basement. 

The duct leads into a casing for two large fans set 
in the wall at one end of the cleaning room. Equipped 
with 24-inch blades and powered by ';-horsepower 
electric motors, these two fans pull fresh air down 
and then push it out into the cleaning room. 

At the opposite end of the room, 50 feet away, is 
another fan-duct arrangement. This one

blades. However, they are turned by 1!2-horsepower 
motors, and make many more revolutions per minute 
than do the fans at the opposite end of the circulation 
cycle. 

Additional power is needed at this point because 
the fans have more than one function. Not only must 
they create the circulating suction, but they must also 
be strong enough to pull heavy heated air up through 
the long duct and outside 

Some air also enters the Debonair cleaning room 
from two structural openings. A chute used to drop 
garments from the store and an elevator shaft also 
allow some air passage 

Three ordinary house fans, strategically placed 
help the main system. Placed near the chute and ele- 
vator openings these small units are aimed so that the 
cool air is pushed from the intake through the room 
toward the suction blades. 

Although heavily insulated, the 7-by-18-foot boiler 
room that juts out into the cleaning room must be ven 
tilated to prevent an excess amount of heat transfer 
Here an air vacuum that pulls out through the back 
wall of the boiler room does the job 


Space Economy in Store 


Upstairs, Mr. lacone faced another problem. Just 
as the basement was the only possible place for the 
cleaning Debonair Valet had to contain its 
varied merchandising activities in the small store area 
above 

Long and narrow, the store has a very high ceiling 
It isn't quite high enough to permit the addition of a 
complete second floor but it did give Mr. lacone enough 
room to build a mezzanine over half the store. 

On the mezzanine is Debonair’s men’s custom tai- 
loring department. Here Mr. lacone, together with 
four full-time seamstresses, works at his original trade 

Beneath the mezzanine, in the back of the store 
are the bagging and shoe repair departments. Finished 
garments arrive on the elevator, are assembled and 
bagged in this space of approximately 7 by 20 feet 
Each week $500 in shoe repair is done in the other 8 
feet beneath the mezzanine 

The counter runs along one side of the store, storage 
racks and shoeshine stands taking up the space on the 
other side

Rules for Low-Insurance Construction 

It has been said that insurance rates are built 
nto storage vaults.” In recognition of this fact, the fol- 
lowing dozen rules should be to the architect 
or builder: 

1. Vaults should be structurally 
not supported by) non-fireproof buildings, If they are 
connected, the connection should be made in such 
a way that collapse of the buildings will not endanger 
the stability and fire-resistant qualities of the vault. 

2. Electrical wiring must be in ac 
National Electric Code 

3. Fire- and burglarproof wall construction should 
consist of 8 inches of reinforced concrete, or 12 inches 
of brick, or 12 inches of plain concrete 

4. The floor and ceiling should be of a construction 
equivalent in strength to the walls, except that between 
superimposed vaults a 4-inch slab will be 
acceptable 
5. Walls, floors and roof must be thoroughly bonded 
together and effectively waterproofed. 

6. Vault doors should be of an approved 4-hour o1 
longer classification, (A 4-hour classification means that 
the door has been tested by the fire underwriters to 
withstand fire exposure up to 4 hours.) The door should 
be selected for the fire hazard anticipated 

7. Provisions should be made to prevent entrance of

A vault constructed with these 12 rules as a guide 
will merit a low insurance rate. 

In addition, the storage vault must meet the require- 
ments of the Furrier’s Syndicate in respect to burglary 
and risks. A competent insurance agent will 
supply a list of these.

How Insurance Rates Are Figured 

An explanation of insurance rating will vividly point 
out to the drycleaner that he does determine his own 
insurance premium payments, Although minor details 
ot insurance rating will vary trom state to state, the 
main lines of the procedure are similar in most parts 
ot the country. 

After inspection, a representative trom the state 
actuarial bureau quotes an insurance rate of so many 
cents per $100 of value. This figure comprises a base 
rate for the building, plus an additional charge of 
perhaps 2, 5 or 10 cents per $100 tacked on for any con- 
struction defects or omissions that will increase the 
possibility of fire loss. A rating engineer, available 
through the insurance agency, can look over the plans 
for any projected vault and provide a very accurate 
estimate of what future rates will be. 

\ storage business handling 5,000 fur coats, valued 
at an average of $200 each, will need a policy of 
$1,000,000 for complete coverage. On this basis, an 
additional charge of 10 cents per $100 per month will 
add $600 to a vault’s cost over the space of a six-month 
storage every year.

On 
$ 1.000.000 coverage. a difference in the in- 
surance rate of 2 cents per $100 per month will amount 
to a $20 a month, or $120 for a six-month 
storage year 

On this basis, if an increased building or installation 
cost of $750 would cut the rating by 2 cents per $100, it 
would pay for itself in a little over six years. After that, 
the saving appears in the profit column, since most 
vaults are built to last for many, many years.

It should also be mentioned that storage insurance is 
thermostatic insurance.” Full coverage on the vault 
is in effect only when it is needed, hence we measured 
savings on a six-month storage year. Reporting forms 
giving changes in valuation are turned in monthly by 
the drycl “aner, and coverage increases or decreases as 
risks vary, without further action on his part. 

Vault size is also an influence upon insurance rating. 


It seems that insurance companies shy away from in- 
stallations of over 15,000 cubic feet in order to limit 
the amount of loss. If a vault larger than this is planned, 
it would be better for the pocketbook, and in most 
cases better for operating procedure, to set up two 
vaults of smaller capacity. 

For the same reason of loss experience, insurance 
companies frown on basement vaults. Because of the 
difficulties of fighting basement vault fires and removing 
the contents from the danger area, vaults should be 
above the ground level if at all possible. 


Methods of Fire Control 

It is advisable to consider fire-control systems when 
vault construction is being planned. If the details of 
such a system can be included in the orginal plans, 
expensive changes and extra installation charges can 
be avoided. 

In addition, the drycleaner should know that the 
system of fire control has a very definite effect upon 
insurance rating. Naturally, the less efficient the Bre. 
fighting facilities, the higher the premium payments 
because of the added risk. Obviously, the opposite is 
also true; the better the fire-control possibilities, the 
lower the rate assigned to the vault. 

When fire control is mentioned, first thoughts 
usually turn to some type of water-sprinkler system. 
While highly effective as well as acceptable to in- 
surance people, water sprinklers are losing ground to 
the comparatively new carbon dioxide method. 

It is well known that efforts to control a fire can 
cause as much damage as the fire itself. Herein lies the 
great advantage of the inert, odorless, stainless carbon 
dioxide gas. The additional hazard of water damage 
to vault contents is eliminated if CO, is adopted. Fur- 
thermore, when it is used in combination with a smoke- 
detecting system, smoke-odor damage can be minimized. 

The carbon dioxide penetrates into every corner and 
crevice that air can reach and reduces the percentage 
of oxygen in the air so that it cannot support combus- 
tion. The fire is smothered even when deep in the 
folds of garments or bundles. 

In properly vented vaults the carbon dioxide tends 
to drive off and replace smoke and fumes, minimizing 
damage. The vault can be back in use again quickly, 
therefore, without delay for smoke clearance. 

If water sprinklers are used, much of the vault 
contents would be impounded for damage inspection. 
With fast-acting, fast-clearing carbon dioxide, only 
damaged garments need to be set aside, again minimiz- 
ing delay. 

\ concentration of one pound of carbon dioxide for 
each 6 cubic feet of space provides complete ex- 
tinguishment of even deep-seated fires among tightly 
packed garments. Because the gas is dry, there is no 
condensation as the temperature decreases to normal 
after the fire. Carbon dioxide never freezes, never rusts, 
and can be used without danger around electric motors. 

Drycleaners planning vault installations would do 
well to investigate this method. At present, carbon 
dioxide enjoys a rating on a par with water sprinklers. 
However, the furniture industry found that as ex- 
perience proved water-damage and smoke-odor claims 
were fewer under the carbon dioxide protective sys- 
tems, the insurance premiums were progressively low- 
ered until there was a noticeable pate in cost. 
There is every reason to believe that eventually the 
same savings will be available to the drycleaner,

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possibilities and impossibilities which must be recon- 
ciled with the desire for the lowest possible operating 
cost. Only slight compromises, if any, need be made 
between these rules and the methods used by the 
engineer or builder. 

Under rule 3, for example, 8 inches of reinforced 
concrete or 12 inches of brick or 12 inches of plain 
concrete were cited as the best constructions for vault 
walls. The reason is that all have a 4-hour fire classifica- 
tion and will pass the rigid insurance inspection. The 
who has a number of other factors to con- 
sider, might select any of the three, or come up with 
some kind of combination. 

Let’s assume that the drycleaner has ordered the 
engineer to build a vault, specifying that it is to be a 
cold storage installation. He has been given the dozen 
rules, and to these he adds considerations of (1) the 
ability of a material to support its own load (ceilings), 
2) the ability of a material to support any additional 
load superimposed upon it (walls and ceilings), (3) ap- 
pearance of the exposed surfaces of the material (walls), 
and (4) relative cost 

For a cold-storage vault, he 
the purposes of refrigeration* are 

1. To cool the contents, depending upon their initial 
and final temperatures, weights and specific heats. 

2. To offset heat transmission of the cold-storage- 
room walls, depending upon the difference in tem- 
perature between the inside and the outside of the 
room, and the character of wall construction. 

3. For ventilation, including lowering the tem- 
perature of entering air and precipitating moisture 
contained in the entering air, depending upon the initial 
and final temperatures of the air and its relative hu- 
midity 

4. To offset heat inside the room, including heat 
generated by the men working, by motors, fans, lights, 
etc 

The purpose of refrigeration, concerning 
heat transfer through the walls, most definitely is 
influenced by the insistence on certain types of con- 
struction. Technically known as conduction, heat trans- 
mission is measured in terms of B.t.u. (British thermal 
units) transferred per hour per square foot per degree 
Fahrenheit difference in temperature between the sur- 
faces (outside and inside). The B.t.u. transferred, or 
coefficients, are part of a larger formula that must be 
worked to find just how much cooling equipment is 
needed 

Back to our hypothetical vault, the engineer has 
three choices in wall construction, all of which have 
different resistances to heat transmission, In fact, con- 
crete will transfer approximately 50 percent more 
heat than brick through the same thickness. On the 
other hand, brick does not offer the same burglar pro- 
tection, and might allow moisture to enter the vault. 

If insulation is used, heat transfer is greatly reduced. 
Different kinds of insulating materials, in combination 
with different wall constructions, have different heat 
transfer resistances. Yet, if the proper wall construction 
is selected, insulation may be necessary only on a wall 
directly exposed to the sun 

The position of the vault in relation to sun exposure, 
ground surface, wind direction and the like must be 
taken into account by the engineer. A vault in the 
basement, completely below the ground, is as different 
from another vault on the top floor of the same building 
as the Sahara is different from Labrador. The engineer 
must consider these exposures to natural conditions to

know how much heat, moisture and stress are placed 
on the walls. and how much is transferred through the 
walls to the vault inside. 

Position in the building, adjacent rooms and build- 
ings nearby must also be considered. One vault may 
be in a basement facing north under an air-conditioned 
store. Another may be in a laundry surrounded by 
steam machinery. A third may have a boiler room at 
one end. Since these different conditions affect the 
conditions within the vault, all of them must be con- 
sidered by the engineer as he selects materials for con- 
struction. 

By his choice of construction materials and methods, 
the engineer can influence the type and cost of re- 
frigerating machinery, humidity and temperature-con- 
trol equipment, maintenance, quality of service, and 
over-all installation and operating costs. 

The chief purpose of discussing engineering prob- 
lems here is to point out that the drycleaner needs 
competent help in planning and building his garment 
storage vault. The physical problems are difficult, and 
the solutions complicated. The drycleaner can simplify 
them all by insisting upon qualified engineering advice 
to go along with his sound rules of management. 

Just as he must know the rules that govern a good 
insurance rating, the drycleaner cannot afford to ignore 
the engineering problems inherent in vault construc- 
tion. With knowledge of both, and qualified help, the 
drycleaner will be able to build the vault best suited to 
his individual needs, at a cost within the specified 
budget, for profitable operation. # 4

Moreover, by setting up these “islands” with space 
around them, the Webers can increase their productive 
capacity with no other cost than the price of the equip- 
ment.

Only small percentage of cleaning plants 


in Kansas City area seriously affected 


by LOU BELLEW 


THE DRYCLEANING AUNDRY INDUS- 
TRIES of Kansas City showed their mettle 
during the July flood disaster by organizing promptly 
and efficiently to maintain essential services 

The greatest emergency occurred when water pres- 
sure failed in the Kansas City, Missouri, area for a tour- 
day period. Officials, fearing spread of fires from burn- 
ing oil tanks, issued an order that all places of business 
in the city would remain closed until water pressure re- 
turned to normal. The order gave no consideration to 
the sanitation problems that might arise from lack of 
essential laundry and cleaning facilities 

Representatives of the cleaning, laundering and 
diaper service industries promptly got together, drew 
up a plan to provide essential services and presented 
it to the city officials, As a result, diaper services were 
allowed to operate wherever they had water; three of 
the larger combined cleaning-laundry plants were al- 
lowed to remain open to handle essential work and to 
complete all work in process at the time of the closing 
edict. Also, all cleaners and launderers were permitted 
to keep their offices open for pickup of finished work. 

These were the only industrie s in the city that came 
up with a workable plan, did their own policing of the 
plants involved, expedited the flow of work into the 
three operating plants, and made the plan work 100

at $160,000 to $200,000, possibly more. The building, 
however, is still considered safe for further occupancy 
and cleaning up is progressing at a rapid rate. When it 
can return to operation is still a question 

One of the two exclusive cleaning establishments 
in the Armourdale suburb, Parkhurst Cleaners, was 
totally destroyed. It is reported the owner will rebuild 
though the process may take as long as 14 months. 

In the same block as the Parkhurst plant, Royal 
Cleaners suffered similar damage, and also plans to 
reopen after rebuilding. 


Big Cleanup 

In the Argentine district, the affected cleaning 
plants were not quite completely destroyed, but con- 
tronted their owners with colossal cleanup tasks. 

Robert Isaac, operator of Bob’s Hi-Class Cleaners, 
has been in the cleaning business three years, and had 
opened up in the neighborhood in March of 1951—the 
flood hit in July. Bob had $2,000 invested when he 
moved into the rented building, and promptly invested 
another $1,000 in additional equipment, rewired the 
place, and built on a cleaning room. All told, he had 
around $4,000 invested when the 20-foot flood hit. One 
look at the resulting wreckage and he accepted an 
offer of $1,000 for everything in the building. (The owner 
had refused to rebuild.) He then turned around and 
bought the A-5 Cleaners across the street, whose owner 
had decided to quit. 

Right now Bob is trying to clean up the almost 
totally wrecked new place of business, hoping against 
hope the Government will somehow help him and 
thousands more like him to rebuild. 

Tipp’s Cleaners is owned and operated by Charles 
Pasmore, who paid $16,000 for the business just two 
months before the Hood! (Charley says it was one lousy 
feeling to sit on high ground and watch 14 feet of water 
move in on his 14-foot, 3-inch-high building.) To top 
it off, just three weeks before he had invested another 
$3,500 in an outlet just a few blocks away . . . and it 
went under 30 feet of water. 

Of the three plants in Argentine, Tipp’s came out 
the best. For one thing it was in a backwater with no 
current. Secondly, it had concrete floors in the cleaning

concrete blocks. The concrete made it unnecessary to 
have to reset equipment and aided in cleaning up. 
Everything was covered with from 12 to 18 inches of 
mud when the water receded. Two weeks’ labor was 
required to remove the mud alone 

For an idea of the loss at Tipp’s, even though his 
equipment was less damaged than others, every kind 
of supply was destroyed, a matter of $1,500 to replace. 
Everything made of wood fell apart. The plant had to 
be completely rewired at a in excess of $1,000. 
Newly installed automatic equipment on the boiler, a 
part of an additional $2,000 invested in equipment 
atter purc hasing the business, was ruined. 

According to Mr, Pasmore, water pressure alone 
wouldn't touch the slimy mud. Soap and water and 
brushes were the only way to remove it. As each piece 
ot equipment was uncovered it was immediately dis- 
mantled and thoroughly cleaned. The result was that 
every press, every piece ot equipme nt in both cleaning 


cost 


and finishing departments was put back in perfect 
operating condition 

This was where proper maintenance paid off. Just 
the day before the flood, every piece of equipment in 
the place had its regular weekly greasing, which pre- 
vented ruined bearings. Only the washwheel cylinder 
was rusted that it seemed uncleanable, but 
even this has been remedied with a commercial rust 
remover

Incidentally, Charles Pasmore for the past 20 years 


has been employed by the now damaged Service In- 
dustrial Cleaners in Armourdale to handle the Kansas 
City Municipal Airport's industrial cleaning needs, as 
well as the same type of work for the TWA Overhaul 
Base in the Fairfax district. Tipp’s Cleaners now will 
work on an around-the-clock schedule to handle these 
accounts until the Service plant is again operating. 

Fast work by Mr. Pasmore enabled him to retain 
a large portion of his weekly $800 volume. The flood 
waters had completely covered his plant by Friday 
morning, but by the following Monday he had arranged 
for another retail outlet nearby on higher ground, had 
the phone changed, and jobbed the work into a Kansas 
City, Missouri, plant. 

After a shutdown of an entire month, Tipp’s first 
week's business since getting back into operation 
amounted to $600. As it is the only plant in operation 
in the area the volume is bound to take a real hike 
as people move back into the district. 

As in most industrial districts there were few fine 
homes, mostly small homes of the local factory workers 
and pensioners. There was no flood insurance to cover 
the complete destruction of these houses and it will be 
a long time before the majority are made fit for oc- 
cupancy. (Insurance rates for flood damage were said 
to be 10 percent of the value of a property, which 
meant one would have paid the full value of a holding 
every ten years; hence the owners preferred to risk the 
loss 

In spite of the estimated billion-dollar damage in 
the flooded lowlands, there was no crippling of the 
cleaning or laundry industries as a whole in the Greater 
Kansas City area. While the owners of those plants that 
were destroyed have suffered a terrible loss, they are 
taking it more or less philosophically. Each plans to 
rebuild and have a better plant than he had before. 
They are the first to point out that the odds are not 
insurmountable, and cleaning needs of the community 
are being handled by other Kansas City firms without

Flood Relief Week” and asking all citizens to help. 
Actually, public response was so great that the drive 
was extended for a second week. 

The collection was well publicized, starting with 
a police-escorted parade of trucks for about two hours 
on the Sunday preceding the drive. Announcements 
were also made in the newspapers, on radio and televi- 
sion, and posters were placed in 50 movie houses. As 
the contributions, generally of good quality, came in, 
many of the cleaners stacked the garments in their 
windows, thus increasing public awareness and _re- 
sponse. 

After cleaning the clothing, Guild members took 
them to a central warehouse for rough classification 
and for distribution through the Red Cross, the Salva- 
tion Army and other relief agencies. 

The primary and most important result of the drive 
was, of course, the provision of warm clothing for the 
coming cold weather for the thousands who had lost 
everything. 

There were also many benefits, tangible and in- 
tangible, to the members of the Guild. First, prestige 
and goodwill were built for the drycleaning industry 
in general and members of the group in particular. 
Second, many of the participating cleaners obtained 
new customers in the course of the drive. Third, there 
was an increase in interest and in actual membership

Topeka Industry Turns to Salvage 


Plants in flood-struck city devise unorthodox 


methods to clean garments and household goods

post flood weeks. The cleaners got surprisingly good re- 
sults by unorthodox restoring gar- 
ments and other items from homes and businesses that

came to them so dirty and sour it was often impossible 
to determine the materials or the colors 
reported a typical story among Topeka 
The Ripley plant was also a Hood victim, but 
a determined cleanup effort lost only three 
normal workdays. As soon as the premises were cleaned 
of three feet of muddy and oily waters, the plant was 
deluged with calls from customers who pleaded for 
the company to send trucks out for their sodden and 
silt-covered clothing 

Frank Ripley, head of the drycleaning department 
two trucks in answer to the calls, and the 
scheduled to return in about one hour 
Six hours later they walked back into the plant, covered 
with mud from head to foot, and too exhausted to un 
load their trucks. The trucks were packed solid with wet 
and muddy garments—an unforgettable sight 

Experiments were carried out to determine the 
best methods of dealing with this unprecedented prob- 
lem. While the trial-and-error method was being used, 
Mr. Ripley sent to several agencies for information

advice was received but as it was con- 
flicting, the company went on its own 
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Pickups were discontinued, and the plant catered 
mainly to its regular customers. Mr. Ripley had con- 
tainers of every type and description, ranging from 
boxes to barrels, set outside the plant on the sidewalk. 
Customers were assigned a can or carton in which to 
dump their possessions. 

No flood work was processed during the usual work- 
day, Regular and extra employees tackled the salvage 
job at night. Garments had to be worked quickly be- 
cause of mildew and mold. 

“The only classification attempted in the sorting 
process was to isolate fugitive colors—ordinarily sui- 
cide,” Mr. Ripley commented 

The garments were then dumped into laundry 
washers where they were given a cool flush with a 
high water level. Temperatures ranged from 90 to 100 
degrees. Using a synthetic soap, the wash time averaged 
10 minutes, followed by an 8-minute extraction 

Because of the danger of shrinkage, no tumblers 
were used, but the garments were hung up to dry on 
makeshift lines wound through the plant. Every avail- 
able inch of space was utilized for this time-consuming 
process. The dried garments then went through the 
standard drycleaning procedure. 

Finishing was another extremely difficult problem, 
and also the chief item of cost. Garment steamers were 
a great help in preparing the clothing for the finishers 
but even then the finishing required considerable time.

then placed on hangers to finish drying. Peacock also 
absorbed a loss on the flood business, but held prices 
to re gular levels 

Mr. Dibble reported 90 percent of the garments 
accepted were usable after completion of the salvage 
process. Pants were put on stretchers and coats were

Peacock gave individual fittings. This offer met with

All flood garments were handled on a customer- 
risk basis. Although several Topeka cleaners refused to 
accept such work, Mr. Dibble said only one lawsuit 
developed at Peacock, and that generally “people were

Rugs a Special Problem 


The Peacock rug department presented other com- 
plex problems as floor coverings came in impregnated 
with mud and filth. The plant was swamped with rug- 
salvage demands, and the extra work required on the 
mud-covered carpets cut down normal daily output. 
The plant capacity under normal conditions is seventv- 
five 9-by-12 rugs a day, with a 4-hour drying time. 

The usual rates charged by Peacock are 5 to 6 
cents per square foot. This rate was first increased to 8 
cents on flood work, and later hiked to 10 cents. 

The rugs were first thoroughly hosed with water to 
remove the bulk of the mud and sand. Trisodium 
phosphate built with a synthetic detergent was used for 
the wash. In the worst cases, a heavy-duty alkali was 
used as a supporter to prevent the acidity of the mud 
from slowing down dirt-removing ability. 

Peacock then used standard cleaning and drying 
procedures. After the rugs were dried, they were next 
put through the beater. Then, the entire process was 
started over again. In extreme instances, three com- 
plete operations were required. Here, again, better 
merchandise made the best recovery, with a high per- 
centage of all rugs coming out usable. 

Mr. Dibble explained silt deposited by the flood 
produced an acid condition, and rugs that had lain too 
long were badly damaged. The silt quickly rotted 
them out. After a few painful experiences, plant em- 
ployees learned not to stack the rugs on top of each 
other, and to be careful about tagging them. The silt 
actually rotted off some of the tags, presenting an 
identification problem. 

The chief difficulty in the rug cleaning was in the 
scrubbing process. Some of the cheap rugs fell apart. 
In older ones where rot had already set in, or in sized 
rugs with broken backs, there was some ripping. In 
scattered cases when colors ran, owners refused to pay 
the cleaning bill, but a majority of the people realized 
the situation and made no complaint 


Industry Damage in Topeka

To illustrate the terrific power generated by the raging 
torrent, Mr. Smith found a 1,600-pound block of as- 
phalt inside his plant!

When the flood warning came, Mr, Smith hung a 
few pieces of clothing on the ceiling and about 6 inches 
of water reached them. Some were salvaged, but ad- 
justments had to be made on faded and stained gar- 
ments. These were covered by insurance. 

The North Side plant had about the same amount 
of flooding as National, and suffered water and mud 
damage. Mrs. Mollenberg had managed to transfer 
but little equipment and merchandise to higher ground. 
However, the building was not hurt, and only a clean- 
up job was required to restore operations. 

Thousands of homes in the Topeka area were caught 
in the history-making flood, with water ranging from a 
few inches to 15 feet. Topeka was harder hit than many 
cities because of the masses of mud left in the waters 
wake. Three feet of the slippery, gummy silt was a 
common sight in flooded homes. This was mixed with 
oil and other debris of almost any description. 

From these stricken homes came the pitiful bundles 
of garments and the bulky remains of floor coverings. 
The people lost heavily, and every article that could be 
salvaged helped them back on their feet. Although little 
publicized, the cleaning industry was responsible for a 
quick step forward in the vast rehabilitation task. # #

It is doubtful if the yellowing can be corrected. You 
might try by neutralizing any chlorine remaining in 
the fabric with solution of sodium bisulfite. Then 
immerse the garment in a bath of potassium perman- 
ganate, again followed by a neutralizing bath of 
sodium bisulfite 

This sample of material is typical of the non- 
permanent type waffle piques that have been placed on 
the market recently. This particular type (cotton) has 
proven fairly serviceable in drycleanit.z, which hasn't 
been true of waflle piques made of cellulose acetate. 

To produce this design one of the synthetic resins 
has been used as a sizing. When the sizing becomes 
permanent to drycleaning and finishing, the pattern and 
the resin sizing become permanent to any type of 
treatment. The yellowing you refer to is Pa: le 
oxidation of the resin finish, which is susceptible to the 
high oxidizing action of the chlorine in Clorox

All cellulose fibers burn much in the same fashion, 
making it difficult to base an absolute identification 
on a burn test. Because of the improvements and varia- 
tions in sizings it is almost impossible to determine 
regenerated rayon from appearance, feel, body, etc. 

In such a case we have to use the microscope to 
determine fiber content of a fabric. Linen fibers under 
the appear to be jointed very much like 
bamboo. Regenerated rayon is very smooth in appear- 
ance by comparison 

This fabric proves to be entirely made of regen- 
erated rayon. The fibers are of varying sizes to give the 
appearance of linen, and the fabric is sized to give the 
body of linen. Actually no linen is present at all. 

It is quite probable that breaking up the sizing has 
permitted relaxing of the fabric and the . dutuieme in 
the width. You probably can apply a light sizing that

Test of the fabric from the inside seams prove it to 
be made of cellulose acetate fibers. Because this loss 
of color can be duplicated by soaking a sample of 
fabric in alcohol, it has been generally believed that 
the alcohols used in prespotters have been responsible 
for this type of damage to cellulose acetate fabrics. 
However, Dr. Alexander of the NICD has proven 
and has been lecturing at conventions that moisture

is the guilty party. If a cellulose acetate fabric is 
dampened with moisture in any manner and immersed 
in drycleaning solvent, either synthetic or petroleum, 
there is likely to be loss of color where the fabric was 
wet, His theory is that when cellulose acetate fibers 
are dampened they swell. While they are swollen the 
action of the solvent is sufficient to release the dyestuff 
from the fabric. We understand further research is 
being conducted to determine if this theory is accurate. 

In the meantime it’s advisable to make sure all 
acetates are dry before putting them in the washer or 
a soaking bath. The cleaner should make sure especially 
that double thicknesses and seams are dry on both sides. 


Use Rust Remover on Ink 


I used a commercial ink remover but couldn't get all the 
stain out.—V. C 

The ink seems to have been either black or blue- 
black. The spotting agent you used bled some of the 
ink from the fabric. Then the bleeding stopped, be- 
cause iron compounds, in the form of iron tannates, 
held the remaining dyestuff. 

The next step is to remove the iron compounds 
through the use of one of the commercial rust removers. 
Further bleeding will be aided by applying a neutral 
wetting agent. Final traces of the stain may be removed 
with ammonia, or as a last resort, by one of the bleaches. 
The dye in the garment should certainly be tested be- 
fore using the latter.

Shoulder Pads Change Color 


It looks like the color is gone from the shoulders and armpit 
seams 7 this lady’s tan jacket. Can you explain what caused 
it?—C’. C’., Alaska 

The color change is caused by the shoulder pads 
in this jacket, and are only indirectly caused by the 
drycleaning. We don’t believe the cleaner can be held 
responsible, unless he wishes to settle the claim for 
policy reasons. 

These shoulder pads are made from a neoprene 
rubber. The rubber composition includes some sodium 
hydrochlorite. It also contains a stabilizer that keeps 
the chlorine from developing into hydrochloric acid. 
Once the stabilizer breaks down the hydrochloric acid 
developed will cause the type of damage seen on this 
tan jacket. 

It is possible the heat of the tumbler or dryroom 
may break down such a stabilizer. However, it is 
probable that the stabilizer breaks down through aging 
alone, and the damage to the color could appear without 
the garment ever coming into the drycleaning plant. 
\t most, the cleaner’s drying procedure merely speeds 
up the process. 

The cause of the breakdown of this stabilizer has 
not definitely been established, We only know (1) that 
it sometimes does occur and (2) that drycleaning solvent 
does not cause the bre a ag NICD members can 
read in one of its recent technical bulletins about the 
tests proving drycleaning is not guilty.

\ CHECK ON BOILER PERFORMANCE should be 
run every so often. If you have no one qualified to run 
this check or boiler is handled by 
a service company these checks may be assigned to an 
outsider and three to six 
months. Such a service runs about $25 per checking 
Some fuel oil contracts contain clauses binding the fuel 
company to make checks twice a vear, but unless the 
cleaner asks for the results he’s not likely to get them 

What can you expect from such a check? What 
telltale sign could you look for, short of a breakdown, to 
indicate that a checkup is in order? For the average 
drvcleanet the quic kest Vauue ot boiler performance 
is its stack temperature and CO,* reading. These two

flue gas temperature at only 100° F. above steam tem- 
perature indicates unusual performance. Something 
like 150 degrees difference is more down to earth. So, 
for an 85 p.s.i, boiler, stack temperature would run 
about 475° F. above room temperature. 

Stack gas temperature by itself reflects how well the 
heat transfer surfaces in the furnace or boiler absorb 
heat from the stack gases. Assuming the boiler surfaces 
have been designed correctly for the fuel burned the 
only reasons for too high a stack temperature are either 
dirty surfaces or broken or short-circuited baffles. 

Soot* and scale—the principal factors in dirtying 
fireside boiler surfaces—have much greater effect in 
increasing stack temperature than they do in lowering 
over-all efficiency. They do more harm in clogging 
flues, reducing draft and preventing complete combus- 
tion than they do as an insulating layer on boiler 
surtaces

recognizes 


about the effect of excess air? Everyone 
that air is vital to combustion.* Even so 
easy a thing to burn as paper requires air to burn com- 
pletely. There is a theoretical amount of air that will 
just burn all the combustible* in a fuel. In the case of 
oil it takes about 104 Ib. of air per Ib. of No. 2 fuel 
oil and 114 for No, 6 fuel oil. The CO, reading in dry 
flue gas under these conditions is 15.2 for the No. 
fuel oil and 16.1 for the No. 6 

But because the oil and the air have to mix in a 
fairly small furnace space and move on rapidly, the 
smart thing is to add extra air so there'll be thorough 
mixture of air and oil at all times. In fact, without 
extra or excess air, as it is called, B.t.u. are lost to a far 
greater extent in unburned oil than you'll lose by 
heating up the excess air. In actual practice enough 
excess air is added to bring CO, readings for’ No. 
fuel oil down to -12% which means an excess air 
from 87% -29' And for No. 6 fuel oil CO, readings 
of 9% L 4% are common. This means an excess air from 
68% -12 

How much does this excess air cost you in fuel? 
With a CO, reading of 8 and a stack temperature of 
400° above room temperature only about 13% of the 
fuel burned is wasted. For a CO, reading of 10 and the 


same stack temperature heat loss drops only a little, 
down to about 11% of the fuel. 


Test Steps: To run a rough field check on your boiler 
performance when firing oil follow this procedure: 

1. Take several readings of the stack temperature as 
outlined above at steady firing rate. 

2. Run several CO, checks on the fuel gas using a 
simple device such as that in Fig. 2. 

3. Find dry flue gas loss from Table I 

4. Add oA loss from Table Il. (Your fuel oil 
supplier can tell you what the hydrogen content of your 
oil has been running.) 

5. Allow for an estimated radiation loss from the 
boiler. (Your boiler manufacturer or contractor should 
be able to give you this figure.) 

The sum of 3, 4 and 5 subtracted from 100% 
gives you your over-all boiler efficiency, which should 
be not less than 75%. # #

By combining smart decoration with practical layout

EVEN A SMALL PLANT IS JUSTIFIED in having 
its store designed by an architect. The experience of 
Dick and Marge Kelley in Oklahoma City is a good 
example. The Kelleys had the technical and production 
knowhow, but they needed an expert's advice when 
fitting that knowhow into an attractive 
modern plant store 
As a result their Melody Cleaners has been making 
very satisfactory progress in the face of such dis- 
couragements as having key streets torn up (which was 
expected) and then left that way (not expected) until 
city politics get unscrambled. Meanwhile, the brand 
new shopping center of which Melody Cleaners is a 
part draws customers in spite of the handicaps, and 
promises booming business when the streets are re- 
surfaced 
In a small plant the marking almost has to be done 
by the counter attendant. The Kellevs wanted to screen 
the somewhat messy marking procedure from the cus- 
tomers without having the clerk where she couldn't see 
them. The architect's answer was a hopper over a 
marking table placed at the end of the counter farthest 
from the front door 
The table itself is screened on three sides by the 
wall and partitions. At the end of the partition are six 
bars extending to the ceiling and screening the marker 
when she is working, from clear view of the customer 
Yet the marker, since she has a full view of the door-

The marking booth is balanced by a dressing room 
at the other end of the counter. However, its most 
remarkable feature is credited to the Kelleys, not the 
architect. It has a telephone for the use of customers. 
They previously had one in the store itself but found 
that while the customers appreciated it very much, 
the high school kids tended to abuse the privilege. 

Now the telephone is not so accessible. The regula: 
customers use it frequently, the high school kids use 
it in “emergencies” after getting permission. The 
publicity about the phone has in itself been well worth 
the cost of maintenance. 


Suggestive Selling 

One of the cleverest features of the architect's 
design was setting up two stages for promotional dis- 
plays without their detracting from each other. One is 
the display case Opposite the front door, the second 
is the platform at the other end of the store. 

The display case is set into the wall of the dressing 
room, This gives depth of a foot or more, permitting 
a variety of displays. Examples are the blouse and skirt 
shown in the birst picture, contrasted with the June- 
bride theme of the wedding gowns. Currently there is 
probably a back-to-school theme in the window. 

On the platform anything may be seen, from a 
mannequin chicly outfitted by one of the department 
stores to, at this time, a cuckoo clock and a collection 
of old etchings 

The Kelleys are toying with plans for a display of 
100 percent unserviceables. They are well qualified 
since they have done considerable testing of new lines 
for local department stores, and have been very active 
in Oklahoma City’s Fabrics Forum sponsored by the 
Better Business Bureau. 

The chief means of separating the two display

ONE OF THE MOST GADGET-MINDED dryclean- 
ers in the industry is Charlie Kolb of Mercury Cleaners 
Sacramento, California. In the new drycleaning room 
he has just installed it is hard to tell where the con- 
ventional equipment leaves off and his gadgets begin 

The flow between the wheels, the soap tank and the 
sump tank is so arranged that by merely using a foot 
pedal Charlie can go into the sump tank or into the 
soap tank 

“We have the charge soap system.” he said, “On 
certain loads of whites and silks we feel we get a better 
job if we rinse with clear solvent 

“So after the soap run we drop to the sump tank 
with our new valve setup, we circulate the charge soap 


GADGETEER Charlie Kolb points to timer mounted on washer which 
signals by bell and red light (above and to left of timer) 
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through the filter back to the underground reserve tank 
and in the meanwhile a batch is rinsing with clear 
solvent in the wheel.” 

Another gadget Charlie has installed is a signal 
on each washer. When the time limit has run one bell 
rings in the cleaning room and another in the finishing 
room. A third bell rings out behind the cleaning room 
just in case the cleaner happens to be out there looking 
after the boiler, the underground storage-tank setup, or 
handling a wetcleaning job. With each bell a small 
red light comes on and stays on until the load has been 
removed and the washer door again closed.

Book review of ‘Applied Science for Drycleaners” by George P. Fulton 


by WILLIAM R. PALMER 


THE TITLE OF THE BOOK should not scare off dry- 
cleaners who hate to read “deep stuff.” Although Ap- 
plied Science for Drycleaners is not and could not be 
written at the comic-book level, it is surprisingly easy 
reading. It should be. The writer, George P. Fulton, 
director of research and former instructor of applied 
science at the National Institute of Cleaning and Dye- 
ing, has had 17 years’ experience in explaining the basic 
fundamentals of physics and chemistry as applied to 
the drycleaning industry 

At that, the pages of the book are sprinkled with 
humorous cartoons that explain some of the more puz- 
zling points of applied science. It is a technique that 
will help the reader remember easily 

Don't kid yourself that without schooling you can 
dip into any part of the book and soak up knowledge 
like a sponge. But any normally intelligent person who 
can read the daily paper (i.e., has brains enough to be in 
the drycleaning industry) can start at the beginning, 
use the study questions to clear his mind, and finish 
Chapter XVI considerably wiser 
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What's more, he'll understand all he’s read! That is 
a supreme achievement for a technical book. It repre- 
sents a great deal of work not only by Mr. Fulton but 
also the Institute laboratory staff and group of in- 
structors. 

In addition to the sample questions quoted on page 
102, you can get an idea of the scope of the book from 
the chapter headings: 

Fundamentals of Chemistry really is an explana- 
tion of the terms used in the application of science to 
the drycleaning industry. 

Acids and Alkalies influence soaps, spotting agents, 
dyes, textiles, water, and even boiler operation. 

Organic Chemistry sounds tough, ow it’s simple 
enough even with the formulas, and it explains ot 
solvents are and why. 

Soaps is a long chapter; the title explains itself. 

Detergent Action in Water shows how soaps work 
(and by inference why some don’t work). 

Hard Water—why soften it, and how.

The check chart for silks is the same size but printed 
in green so that it is easily distinguished. Drawings on 
this chart show front and back of a tie, a belt, and two 
oblongs, front and back, for flatwork.

Listings below the drawings are alike on both silk and 
wool charts. 

When a routeman or counter girl receives an order 
from a customer, he or she makes out a garment check 
chart.

Successor’s Contract Rights 


The bill of sale for a cleaning business stated that the 
defendants sold the business, with goodwill and trade name, 
to X, “his executors, administrators and assigns.” The bill of sale 
also declared that it was agreed between the defendant and X 
that for 10 years the defendants would not connect themselves 
with any competing concern within 17 miles. Later, when X 
transferred the business to a company in exchange for shares 
of stock, could that company enjoin the defendants from set- 
ting up a new and competing business? 


Yes, decided the Delaware Court of Chancery in 
the case of Pildish v. Schaffer, 176 Atl. 117. 

The defendants’ lawyers vainly argued that the 
agreement not to compete was made with X alone. The 
court said that the fact that the goodwill of the busi- 
ness was sold to X and his assigns showed that the 
agreement not to compete was intended for the benefit 
of those to whom X might transfer the business, as 
well as for X himself. 

There might not have been any lawsuit had the 
agreement been more carefully drawn. Instead of say- 
ing that defendants agreed with X that they would not 
set up a competing business, the document should have 
read that defendants agreed with X. “his executors, 
administrators and assigns” that they would not com- 
pete 


Validity of Nonliability Clause 


1) May a cleaner limit his liability to customers to a certain 


sum—as charge—as to 


wilfulness or fraud; 
customer is informed of the limitation when 
he leaves his articles for cleaning? Is a customer 
bound by a clause printed at the bottom of a garment list de- 
livered to him, regardless of whether he reads it or knows that 
it seeks to limit the cleaner’s liability? 


The first question was answered “yes” and the 
second “no” in the decision of the Municipal Court of 
Appeals for the District of Columbia in the case of 
Palace Laundry Dry Cleaning Co. v. Cole, 41 Atl, 2d 
231 

Mrs. Cole sued for the full value of articles left 
with the company for laundering and won the suit. 
The company appealed and the higher court upheld 
the award in favor of the customer 

(1) The company relied upon a clause limiting 
liability to ten times the service charge. The Court of 
Appeals fully recognized that if Mrs. Cole had known 
that the company imposed that condition, the clause 
would have been binding. The court cited in support 
of this point its decision in the earlier case of Manhattan 
Co. v. Goldman, 38 Atl. 2d 172, 173 

(2) The company was unable to prove that the 
customer knew that there was a clause limiting liabil- 
ity. She denied it, although she had patronized the 
company at various times for eight years. The company 
unsuccessfully argued that “one may not shut one’s eyes 
to the obvious and claim want of notice.” But the court 
replied that this is true “only where, as in entering 
into a contract, accepting a receipt, or in like situations, 
the law imposed a duty to inquire . . .

matter at the foot of a list furnished with the return of 
her finished work. . . . She was immediately interested 
in the items returned, in checking the list.” 

But it will be noted that the court dealt, not with 
a check or receipt issued to the customer when the 
garments were received by the company for servicing, 
but when they were returned. The court very well might 
have said that since the clause must be a part of the 
contract made when the goods are received in order 
to be binding, the clause even if seen by the customer 
on return of the goods would not thereby become part 
of the contract as to the particular goods, although it 
might bind her as to future articles entrusted to the 
company. 

When, as is usually the case, the conditions are on 
a check or receipt delivered when goods are received, 
there is stronger reason for binding the customer to 
those conditions. But even then, according to the court 
decisions, it is necessary to satisfy the judge or jury 
that the customer was aware of the existence of the 
conditions imposed by the cleaner. 


Customer Steals Own Garment 


Is the owner of a garment guilty of larceny if he leaves 
it with a cleaner for servicing, gets it back under pretense of 
wanting to try it on, then refuses to return it or pay the clean- 
ing charges? 

Yes, according to a decision of the Minnesota Su- 
preme Court (State v. Cohen, 263 N. W. 922) and many 
other appellate court decisions. 

There are two types of “ownership’—general and 
special. When garments are sent to a cleaner the general 
ownership remains with the customer, but the cleaner 
becomes a special owner for such purposes as recovering 
the garments from an outsider who unlawfully may have 
possession and refuse to surrender it, or for the pro- 
tection of the cleaner’s lien rights. 

In the Minnesota case the customer refused to pay 
a $50 bill for repair of a fur coat and after getting 
permission to try it on refused to return it to the furrier. 
Upholding a conviction of second degree larceny, the 
Supreme Court said: 

“An owner of personal property may be found guilty 
of larceny tonal when he wrongfully takes it from a 
pledgee or from one whom he has given possession 
for the purpose of having it cared for or repaired under 
statutes such as ours giving a lien therefor and the 
right to retain possession until the lien is paid.”

COVER ILLUSTRATIONS on Stroter Cleaners’ direct-mail pieces pull reader inside, reduce wastebasket casualties. Plant uses direct mail exclusively, 


plans expansion as capacity is fast approaching 


Catch phrases, line drawings on covers arouse 


curiosity, create interest, assure readership 


by JOHN J. MARTIN 


IF A DIRECT-MAIL PIECE ends up in the waste- 
basket just a few seconds after it has been received, 
nine chances out of ten the blame can be taken by a 
weak cover. If the cover lacks punch, the reader will 
never get to the important selling message inside 

In recognition of this cardinal rule of direct-mail 
advertising, Strater Cleaners in Toledo, Ohio, has de- 
veloped a distinctive style for its mailing pieces. 

For example, the words “Tenderly Pressed” above 
a drawing of embracing lovers sets the cover scene for 
Strater’s ad on finishing. Curious, the reader turns the 
page, finding copy that reveals Strater Cleaners to be 
a place “where ‘pressing’ is a matter of skill rather than 
sentiment.” The copy goes on to explain the difference 
between pressing and finishing as done by professionals. 

“Stand-in’s for you” appears on the cover of another 
Strater mailing piece along with a drawing of three 
clothing dummies. Inside, the ad is concerned with 
steam-air finishing forms. The key copy is “When your 
garment has lost its shape, the effect is much as if you 
had.” 

‘Wash me in thy pure, heavenly, crystal flood—” 
goes with a waterfall drawing and pulls the reader into 
an explanation of solvent clarification. “Cleanse the 
Stuffed Bosom” leads into the ad promoting Strater’s 
shirt service. The drawing here pictures a man in a 
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full dress suit having his formal shirt wiped off with a 
window-cleaning squeegee. 

The tie-in to the body of the advertising message 
is very important to this type of eye- and interest- 
catching cover illustration. Words and pictures that are 
startling but have no relation to the rest of the ad cause 
a negative reaction on the part of the reader. For 
arousing his interest unfairly, he will throw the ad 
out—fast! 

Strater mailings are printed on a single sheet of 
paper and folded to postcard size. Each green and 
white advertisement uses a picture of plant equipment 
to illustrate the theme. Copy is short, and to the point. 

Owner Don Strater admits that production costs for 
his illustrated direct-mail pieces are high. The ads, how- 
ever, are sent to a particular segment of well-to-do 
Toledo families. Quality cleaning, at the highest prices 
in town, is sold, and the ads must reflect quality. 

Results are easily measured in this case. Except 
for short experiments in radio and newspaper pon 
in Strater’s existence, no medium but direct mail has 
been used. The plant facilities are fast becoming too 
small, and Strater will soon have to enlarge. 

Charging the highest prices in town, Strater can put 
this public acceptance tom in the book as due to 
proper analysis and approach to a picked market. # #

CONTROL OF DIGESTER-BATH temperature has 
been successfully worked out at Al Tash Dye Works in 
Grand Prairie, Texas, with substantial savings in time 
ind supply cost. The method and equipment were 
developed by the Heinens—Richard, Clarence, Frank 
and Jorgensen—who operate a modern dyehouse, with 
most of the equipment designed and built by them- 
Se ly es 

Removal of albumin stains is an important pre- 
requisite to garment dyeing. Important, too, is the 
maintenance of the correct temperature of the digester 
bath. According to the Heinens, the enzyme is most 
effective at 115 degrees F. but safest at 110 down to 105 
degrees to prevent risk of bleeding 

At first the Heinens used a wooden half barrel 
heating the water in the bath to the required tem- 
perature with live steam. When the water reached 110 
degrees the digester was added. Considerable care had 
to be taken to see that the temperature of the water 
was exac tly right. If the digester was added to cool 
water, the live steam used to heat the solution, coming 
in at about 330 degrees, killed the enzyme and made 
the digester useless 

Another difficulty is the fact that the stained gar- 
ments must be left in the digester bath for 30 minutes 
to an hour, Naturally, in that period the temperature 
would go down from the original 110 degrees, As a 
result, the stains were removed but the stubborn 
stains remained because the digester had become in- 


easy

active as the solution cooled. Yet if the bath was 
reheated, the injection of live steam a second time 
killed the enzyme. 

Next the Heinens worked out a method of placing 
the digester solution at proper temperature in a crock, 
and putting the crock in a tub containing water heated 
to 110 degrees and held at that temperature with a 
steam coil. The digester bath could be reheated but 
the contraption was too clumsy. Also, the operator 
had to stand at the crock constantly to see that the bath 
did not become too hot, causing color bleeding, or 
too cool, becoming inactive. 

The final step was the designing of a table on the 
crock-tub plan that was steam-heated and thermostatic- 
ally controlled. The first table designed and built (il- 
lustrated at left) is still in operation at Al Tash Dye 
Works. This is the table that successfully halved the 
time formerly required for this process and cut digester 
cost by about 40 percent. 

A number of cleaners from Dallas and Fort Worth 
came to see the large digester table. Some of them 
suggested that a smaller table designed for the average 
drycleaning plant would be helpful. The Heinens did 
make some smaller two-vat bath tables of stainless 
steel, electrically heated and thermostatically con- 
trolled. The thermostat is set to hold the temperature 
at 106 degrees. These tables have a drain where a 
hose can be attached and the contents run off to a sump. 

There's only one hitch—the fact that stainless steel 
is about as hard to get as gold certificates. The further 
production of the small bath tables will have to wait 
until the supply of stainless steel is back to normal; 
when that will be is anybody's guess. # #

Stops for cold drinks contribute to good 


employee relations and step up production

REFRESHED WORKERS account tor tewer go-backs, 
greater production at a higher quality level and better 
employee management relationship according to Nor- 
man Humphrey long time operator ot Vancouver 
Washington) Cleaners 
Originally a tarmer, in the 
Humphrey used to put a jug of water and a few soft- 
drink bottles wrapped in a wet gunnysack in the shade 
of an alder clump, with an old bandana tied to a twig 
locating the cache for the hired men. With stops for 
cooling drinks the men got more plowing done and 
felt less tired at the end of the day 
When he went into the drycleaning business, Mr 
Humphrey substituted a cooler for the gunnysack, and 
instead of the red bandana a few signs around the plant 
suggest that a refreshed worker is a happier worker. 
The profits trom the refreshment service and the 
handling of the cooler Mr. Humphrey turned over to 
the employees. They selected a committee of three and 
designated one member as chairman, Profits go into a 
pot which is called the “Fun Fund,” possibly a mis- 
nomer since it covers a wide variety of expenditures. 
On the first Monday of every month the Fun Fund 
chairman posts a report on the plant bulletin board. 
This report shows the amount of cash on hand in the 
fund and details of the withdrawals during the past 30 
days. It does not list the dollars-and-cents amount of the 
withdrawals nor give the names of employees receiving 
gifts or remembrances. Any employee wishing this in- 
formation may get it from the chairman 


plowing season Mr 
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When the fund was first started employees agreed 
that profits from the operation of the cooler should go 
to help finance a Christmas party. Later it was found 
that the fund more than covered a yearly get-together 
It was then decided to give all employees leaving the 
plant family a “going away” gift, to cost not more than 
five dollars. Also, the employees voted to send a bunch 
of cut flowers or a potted plant to colleagues who were 
ill 

If either parent works in the plant, when a child 
is born the mother receives flowers and the baby a small 
gold ring and an engraved silver cup. All this is financed 
by the Fun Fund. When the plant employee is the 
father and it’s a boy, he has to set up dike for the 
house 

Employee management of the cooler operation and 
handling of the Fun Fund profits have done a great 
deal to cement better employee-management relation- 
ship, Mr. Humphrey reports, while the provision for 
stops for refreshment has stepped up production 

The other day when Mr, Humphrey sold his plant 
and announced he was going back to the farm, the 
employees held a farewell party and gave their boss a 
“going away” present which was paid for out of the 
fund. Appropriately, it was a small metal portable 
cooler so he won't have to use a wet gunnysack down 
on the farm 

The new owner of Vancouver Cleaners, Wally 
Packham, says the Fun Fund will remain under the 
same management. He. too, is sold on the idea. 7 #

Another Zoning Relaxation: The 
City Council of Oshawa, On- 
tario, Canada, has amended the 
local bylaw governing dryclean- 
ers, so that cleaners using non- 
flammable solvent are exempted 
from various provisions govern- 








ing thickness of walls, type of 
lighting and ventilation and 
other specifications. The Gen-

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Uniform Hygiene Code: A “Guide for Uniform In- 
dustrial Hygiene Codes or Regulations for Dry Clean- 
ing Operations” has been issued by the American Con- 
ference of Governmental Industrial Hygienists, Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio.

The drycleaning code, which was drafted with the 
help of equipment manufacturers and solvent pro- 
ducers, is not for distribution to individual plants but 
to cities or states which are interested in adopting in- 
dustrial hygiene regulations.

TAPE RECORDER used by drycleaner B. E. Denham for radio advertising 


For any drycleaner who advertises by radio, the 
possibilities of using a tape recorder are unlimited 
according to B. E. Denham of American Dry Cleaner 
Laurel, Mississippi. He reports he has more than 
doubled listener interest by using a tape recorder and 
preparing his own radio advertising. 

The recorder cost around $150, and is in a portable 
carrving case, When it is not being used “on location,” 
as at a local parade or other community event, it is kept 
in the plant office 

Mr. Denham does all his own recording. He has a 
schedule of the amount of time for commercials on a 
35-minute mixed program. These commercials he records 
himself and then gives the spool of tape to the radio 
station, The commercials for several broadcasts are 
worked up at one time 

Mr. Denham attributes the greatly increased in- 
terest in his broadcasts since using the tape recorder 
to a number of factors. First, the commercials have 
more personal interest. He is able to make the listeners 
feel he is talking directly to them from his plant 

“Then we get more pertinent drycleaning informa- 
tion into the commercials,” Mr. Denham says. “We 
know exactly what services we want to sell and why 
When a drvcleaner tells his customers about the service 
he believes in it himself and so is able to make the 
‘plug’ convincing

National Cleaner & Dyer 
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highlights in the local news can be worked into the 
program, The score of a sport event can be worked into 
a broadcast and put on the air a few minutes after 
the results are known.
